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Holcomb closes K-12 schools 
until May 1 due to COVID-19 


Wabash County 
declares code yellow 
travel advisory

Travel advisory 


In a statement to the 
Plain Dealer on Thursday, 
Wabash County Commis- 
sioners Barry Eppley, Jeff 
Dawes and Brian Haupert 
announced several measures 
to combat COVID-19. 

These will remain in place 
until further notice. 

The Wabash County Board 
of Commissioners, with 
the support of the Wabash 
County Health Department 
and other appropriate agen- 
cies, have declared a code 
yellow travel advisory ef- 
fective immediately. 

“Travel only as necessary 
such as to and from work,’ 
stated the commissioners. 


The Wabash County Court- 
house and Wabash County 
Health Department will be 
closed to the public except 
by appointment. Payments 
and other documents for 
these offices may be placed 
in a large locked box located 
just inside the west basement 
door of the courthouse. 

The Wabash County Judi- 
cial Center will be closed 
to the public on Wednes- 
day and Friday. On Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Thursday 
there will be limited access 
to the building but individ- 
uals need to call in advance.

Don’t resist resistant starches 


DEAR DOCTOR: I keep 
reading about something 
called “resistant starch.” 
People are saying I should 
get it into my diet. Why is 
it so important? How much 
do I need? 

DEAR READER: As with so 
many areas of diet and med- 
icine these days, the answer 
leads direct- 
ly to the gut 
microbi- 
ome. That’s 
the vast and 
complex

of bacteria, 
fungi, yeasts 
and viruses 
that live in 
our intes- 
tines. They 


number in the trillions, can 
account for 2 to 5 pounds 
of our weight and, as we’re 
learning every day, play 
complex and crucial roles in 
our physical and even men- 
tal health. In fact, because 
these microscopic creatures 
are necessary to survival, 
the gut microbiome is in- 
creasingly regarded as an 
organ in its own right. 

One of the keys to a 
healthy and diverse gut 
microbiome is keeping our 
microscopic residents well- 
fed. This involves prebiot- 
ics, a type of dietary fiber 
that stimulates the growth 
and activity of the good- 
guy bacteria in the gut. For 
fellow science nerds, prebi- 
otic foods contain high lev- 
els of a starchy substance 
known as inulin and certain 
types of sugars, including 
fructo-oligosaccharides and 
galacto-oligosaccharides. 
Although apples, oats, len- 
tils, leeks, Jerusalem arti- 
chokes, garlic, asparagus 
and bananas are cited as 
good sources of prebiotics, 
the fact is that a wide range 
of fruits, vegetables, grains 
and legumes contain prebi- 
otics in varying amounts. 

Another potential source 
of prebiotics is the subject 
of your question — resistant 
starch. As the name sug- 
gests, these are starches, or 
carbohydrates, that resist 
digestion. That means they 
survive the journey through 
the digestive tract and make 
it all the way to the colon, 
where they become avail- 
able to gut microbes. Resis- 
tant starches fall into four 
general categories. They 
may be protected by fibrous 
cell walls, as with grains, 
seeds and legumes. They 
are available in certain raw 
foods, such as raw potatoes 
or raw plantains. And they 
can be manufactured via a 
chemical process. What’s 
of particular interest is the

final category. This is a range 
of carbohydrates that, when 
cooked and then cooled, de- 
velop into resistant starch. 
These include rice, pota- 
toes, yams, pasta and whole 
grains such as oats and 
barley. 

One benefit is that, instead 
of being broken down into 
glucose and raising blood 
sugar levels, these types of 
carbohydrates pass into the 
colon. This improves gly- 
cemic control, an import- 
ant factor in good health. 
Once in the colon, resistant 
starches feed the benefi- 
cial bacteria that live there. 
Through the process of 
fermentation, bacteria turn 
resistant starch into com- 
pounds known as short- 
chain fatty acids. These 
include butyrate, which is 
linked to lower rates of col- 
orectal cancers, and propio- 
nate, which has been shown 
to lower inflammation and 
improve immune support. 

How much resistant starch 


do we need? There’s no set 
amount. Instead, think in 
terms of daily goals for di- 
etary fiber in general. Most 
Americans get less than half 
the recommended 25 grams 
per day for women and 38 
grams per day for men. We 
recommend eating from a 
diverse range of fresh fruit, 
vegetables, whole grains, 
legumes and nuts. If they’re 
new to your diet, add them 
slowly to avoid gas and 
bloating. And with every 
bite, know you’re making 
your gut microbiome very 
happy.

of the Wabash Circuit Court, 
and Benjamin D.R. Vander- 
pool, of the Wabash Superior 
Court, issued an action plan 
relating to COVID-19. 

“(We) are acutely aware of 
the challenges presented by 
the outbreak of COVID-19. 
The outbreak requires that 
the Courts take extraordi- 
nary measures in order to 
continue to provide access 
to justice in Wabash Coun- 
ty consistent with the health 
and wellness needs of our 
community,” they stated. “ 
The Courts expect the out- 
break of COVID-19 will 
require such extraordinary 
measures for at least several 
weeks.” 

They stated these changes 
would last through at least 
May 4. 

The Wabash Circuit and 
Superior Courts, as well as, 
Court Services (Probation 
and Community Corrections 
divisions) will be closed to 
the public Wednesday and 
Fridays beginning Friday, 
March 20, through April 3. 

“The situation will be mon- 
itored and either continued, 
amended, or discontinued at 
the discretion of the courts,” 
they stated. “The judicial of- 
ficers have submitted a peti- 
tion to the Indiana Supreme 
Court given the severity of 
the situation and these ex- 
traordinary measures. They 
have requested that the Su- 
preme Court declare that 
emergency exists in Wabash 
County under the authori- 
ty of Administrative Rule 
17, and to make emergency 
orders for Wabash County 
directing and allowing the 
courts and clerk of Wabash 
County to alter, modify, and 
suspend necessary proce- 
dures.” 

They stated they will work 
with the Wabash County 
Sheriff “in addressing the 
wellness needs of the Wa- 
bash County Jail popula- 
tion.” 

“Court proceedings will 
continue to be conducted to 
the extent doing so is pru- 
dent,” they stated. “Every 
effort will be made to ensure 
that access to justice will 
remain available in Wabash 
County. Requests for contin- 
uances of trials and hearings 
will be considered in light 
of the outbreak, and person- 
al and community wellness 
needs will be carefully con- 
sidered. Attendance at hear- 
ings by telephone and video 
conferencing, including but 
not limited to all hearings in- 
volving defendants in crimi- 
nal cases, will be encouraged 
whenever possible and when 
consistent with the rights of 
the parties and the interests 
of justice. Attorneys will 
be allowed to participate 
in pre-trial conferences by 
telephone without filing a 
motion. The courts will take 
reasonable steps to limit the 
number of people attending 
hearings to those who are 
essential to the proceedings 
being conducted, subject to 
the requirements of all appli- 
cable rules.” 

They stated the cleaning 
of facilities would also be a 
high priority. 

“The courts and their staff 
will work with Wabash 
County maintenance per- 
sonnel so that all appropriate 
steps are taken to see that 
Wabash County Court facil- 
ities are in an appropriately 
safe and sanitary condition,” 
they stated. “The courts 
will support and encourage 
compliance with mandatory 
preventative measures like 
quarantines and isolations, 
protect potentially vulner- 
able staff, and be prepared 
for situations such as school 
closings that could impact 
court staff. Employees un- 
der official quarantine/iso- 
lation orders are authorized 
to work from home without 
further approval needed. 
For employees tangential- 
ly affected by COVID-19 
by actions such as school 
closures — or who might be 
vulnerable demographics 
or have underlying health 


conditions, etc. — who can- 
not or do not wish to be in 
the office, the presumption 
is that they will use benefit 
time to cover their absence 
from the office. But judicial 
officers will have the discre- 
tion to authorize and require 
those employees to work 
from home, considering the 
following non-exclusive set 
of guidelines: Age and ca- 
pacity of children affected 
by the school or childcare 
closures; availability of ad- 
ditional spouse or family 
support; underlying medical 
conditions or vulnerabilities; 
evidence of symptoms; na- 
ture of the employee’s job 
and ability to be performed 
remotely; and availability of 
resources to support remote 
work by the employee. Em- 
ployees are not required to 
work from home — they may 
still use benefit time if avail- 
able and desired. Where nec- 
essary to the essential func- 
tion of the courts, however, 
judicial officers are autho- 
rized to require employees 
to work remotely.” 

They stated they would re- 
main in regular communica- 
tion throughout the outbreak 
with the Wabash County 
Prosecutor’s Office, Wabash 
County Sheriff, Court Ser- 
vices (Probation and Com- 
munity Corrections), the 
Wabash County Board of 
Commissioners, the Wabash 
County Board of Health, and 
the Wabash County Chief 
Public Defender. 

“The cooperation and co- 
ordination with all such 
officials and agencies will 
remain a high priority,” 
they stated. “Changes to 
the ... protocols are likely 
to happen very quickly in 
an attempt to maintain the 
safety and wellbeing of all 
involved.” 


Number of confirmed 
cases in state climbs 


The Indiana State Depart- 
ment of Health (ISDH) re- 
ported 17 new positive cases 
of COVID-19 on Thursday, 
bringing to 56 the number of 
Hoosiers diagnosed through 
ISDH, the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) and private laborato- 
ries. 

Two Hoosiers have died. 

The new cases involve resi- 
dents of Howard (3), Lake (1), 
Marion (8), Owen (1), St. Jo- 
seph (2), Tippecanoe (1) and 
Wayne (1) counties. 


Holcomb announces 
school, economy, 
unemployment insurance 
changes 


Holcomb took addition- 
al “unprecedented” actions 
Thursday by signing execu- 
tive orders that extend the clo- 
sure of schools, provide eco- 
nomic relief and protections 
for individuals and business- 
es, and expand unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits for 
those impacted by job loss, 
according to a press release. 

Daily COVID-19 testing 
capacity in Indiana has ex- 
panded with the addition of 
a new partnership between 
the Indiana State Department 
of Health and Eli Lilly and 
Company, and at least one 
other entity has initiated test- 
ing this week. In the past 24 
hours, about 200 tests have 
been completed. 

Holcomb will extend the 
current state of emergency an 
additional 30 days when it ex- 
pires on April 5. 

All K-12 public schools will 
remain closed until May 1. 
Non-public schools are also 
ordered closed. This date may 
be revised to extend through 
the end of the 2019-2020 
school year if circumstances 
warrant. 

All-state mandated assess- 
ments will be canceled for the 
current academic year. 

The governor has contact- 
ed U.S. Secretary of Educa- 
tion Betsy DeVos to share 
the state’s plan and also has 
asked the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Dr. Jen- 
nifer McCormick to pursue 
any federal waivers needed 
to cancel the requirements for 
accountability, chronic absen- 


teeism and state-mandated 
assessments. 

The state of Indiana will 
align with the federal govern- 
ment to delay state income 
tax payments from April 15 
to July 15. The U.S. Trea- 
sury extended the deadline to 
pay federal income tax by 90 
days. 

Penalties will be waived for 
60 days for property tax paid 
after May 11. The state will 
work with counties that may 
experience cash flow stress 
because of the delay. 

The state will not immedi- 
ately move forward with us- 
ing $300 million in reserves 
to pay for several capital proj- 
ects approved in the just-con- 
cluded legislative session and 
instead maintain the flexi- 
bility to utilize the funds as 
needed for relief efforts and 
to maintain current services. 
The state will consider using 
bonding authority to move 
forward with the just-ap- 
proved capital projects. 

Providers of essential utility 
services such as gas and elec- 
tric, broadband, telecom, wa- 
ter and wastewater services 
are prohibited from discontin- 
uing service to any customer 
during the public health emer- 
gency. 

The state’s application to the 
U.S. Small Business Admin- 
istration (SBA) was approved 
on Wednesday. This program 
provides targeted, low-inter- 
est loans of up to $2 million 
to help small businesses and 
nonprofits overcome the tem- 
porary loss of revenue as a re- 
sult of coronavirus. For more 
information, visit SBA.gov/ 
Disaster. 

The state will interpret Indi- 
ana’s unemployment laws to 
the broadest extent possible to 
cover Hoosiers who are out of 
work because of COVID-19. 

Benefits will be paid to in- 
dividuals who file their initial 
unemployment claims late. 

The Department of Work- 
force Development (DWD) 
will allow individuals to 
continue to accrue unem- 
ployment eligibility if they 
take work leave because of 
COVID-19. 

DWD will seek federal au- 
thorization to provide unem- 
ployment benefits for those 
who are not otherwise eligi- 
ble for unemployment, such 
individuals who have recently 
started a job. 

For employers, DWD will 
not assess certain experience 
rate penalties because of em- 
ployees who receive unem- 
ployment benefits because of 
COVID-19. 

No residential eviction pro- 
ceedings or foreclosure ac- 
tions may be initiated during 
the public health emergency. 
This does not relieve the in- 
dividual of obligations to pay 
rent or mortgage payments. 

All public housing author- 
ities are requested to extend 
deadlines for housing assis- 
tance recipients and required 
documentation to show eligi- 
bility for housing programs. 

The Indiana Department of 
Financial Institutions and In- 
diana Community Housing 
Development Authority are 
required to work with finan- 
cial institutions to identify 
tools to help promote housing 
stability. 

Participants in the Healthy 
Indiana Plan (HIP) and the 
Children’s Health Insurance 
Program are not required to 
make premium payments. 

Job search requirements are 
waived for those applying 
for Temporary Assistance to 
Needy Families (TANF) ben- 
efits. 

The Family and Social Ser- 
vices Administration will 
seek a federal waiver to ex- 
tend renewals for existing 
Medicaid and HIP recipients. 

Telehealth services for 
mental health, substance use 
disorder and prescribing for 
Medicaid covered services 
will be expanded. 

The commissioner of the 
state Department of Insur- 
ance will request that insurers 
institute a 60-day moratorium 
on policy cancellations for 
non-payment of premiums. 
This does not suspend a poli- 
cyholder’s obligation to make 
payments.

Lilly, ISDH partner 
to accelerate 
COVID-19 testing 


Eli Lilly and Company an- 
nounced Wednesday that its 
scientists are partnering with 
the Indiana State Department 
of Health (SDH), with sup- 
port from the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), to ac- 
celerate testing in Indiana for 
SARS-CoV-2, the virus that 
causes COVID-19, according 
to a press release. 

“Lilly will use its special- 
ized research laboratories 
to analyze samples taken in 
Indiana healthcare facilities, 
including nursing homes and 
emergency rooms. Assuming 
the company can continuous- 
ly access required diagnostic 
reagents, this should start to 
expand the state’s ability to 
conduct testing and receive a 
timely diagnosis of individu- 
als who suspect they may be 
carrying the virus.

IDOC expands suspension 
of visitation, adds free 
video and telephone calls 


While there continue 
to be no known cases of 
COVID-19 among staff or 
offenders at Indiana Depart- 
ment of Correction (IDOC) 
facilities, the previously an- 
nounced suspension of all fa- 
cility visitations was expand- 
ed Wednesday to include all 
facility volunteer staff, ac- 
cording to a press release. 

“The decision to expand the 


visitor suspension to include 
volunteer staff is precaution- 
ary in nature. Any decision to 
end or extend the suspension 
of visitations or the admit- 
tance of volunteer staff will 
be made in the best interest 
of our staff and the offend- 
ers housed at IDOC facil- 
ities. This decision will be 
reviewed every two weeks,” 
according to a press release. 
“Family and friends affect- 
ed by the suspension of vis- 
itations to offenders may be 
able to connect by telephone 
or video from the approved 
IDOC service provider.” 

In a separate release, the 
IDOC announced “to lessen 
the strain on offenders and 
their loved ones the result the 
COVID-19 virus,’ officials 
worked with the telephone 
and video service provider to 
permit each eligible offender 
the opportunity for two five- 
minute-long phone calls, as 
well as one video visit of 
either 10 or 25 minutes each 
week and fee-free.

E Emergency depart- 
ments: One authorized par- 
ent/guardian per pediatric 
patient for the duration of 
the patient’s stay. 

“Exceptions for end-of-life 
care will be authorized on an 
individual basis. Authorized 
visitors will continue to be 
identified with a wristband 
provided to them by hospi- 
tal staff. Additional visitors 
will not be permitted in lob- 
by areas,” stated the release. 
“To implement these restric- 
tions and protect Parkview 
patients and co-workers, 
non-essential hospital en- 
trances will be closed.”

Exactly how many tests are in 
Wabash County?

What is the community’s 
healthcare threshold? 

Exactly how long does it take 
to get test results back? 

It’s not because we’re not 
asking them. It’s because this 
situation is fluid and it’s some- 
thing our community hasn’t 
seen before. This kind of data 
should be provided by those in 
charge of distribution. 

Our local leaders are doing a 
great job of answering as many 
questions as they can, but the 
Indiana State Department 
of Health is only providing 
statewide numbers for testing 
right now. 

The one thing we do know is 
that a healthy dose of trans- 
parency would be great right 
about now. 

Transparency is something 
we all need to fight for with 
or without a pandemic on our 
hands. It’s vital to our freedom. 

Even though there’s been a 
trend to distrust the media over 
the past three or more years, 
people who are passionate 
about fiscal conservatism and 
limited government should 
want to see more laws that 
require the government to be 
transparent with its actions. 

A county newspaper is not 


reporting on Capitol Hill. A 
county newspaper is reporting 
from the courthouse square, 
taking a pulse of the communi- 
ty and holding our government 
officials accountable.

We will continue 
to do our best during this time. 

Although the doors of our 
building are shut, we remain 
committed to keeping the 
doors of the government open, 
always. 

When we get answers, we 
will report them.

Life in the time of COVID-19 


was at the supermarket 

Sunday and ran into a 
colleague who lives nearby. 
We were chatting — from a safe 
distance — about how the way 
T.a we work has 
Eugene changed over 
Robinson the past week. 
Then a neigh- 
bor of mine, 
a longtime 
but not close 
acquaintance, 
walked up to 
say hello and 
extended his 
hand. Reflexively, I shook it. 

Oh boy. My colleague must 
have noticed the panic in my 
eyes. 

When both he and the neigh- 
bor had drifted away, I made a 
beeline for the restroom, where 
I washed my hands far longer 
than the requisite 20 seconds. 
Then I went back to my cart, 
cleaned the handle with a 
sanitary wipe — for the second 
time — and was able to resume 
my foraging for random food 
items that my wife and I might 
or might not need during a 
period of semi-isolation of 
open-ended duration. 

Decades ago, my favorite au- 
thor, Gabriel Garcia Marquez, 
wrote a novel entitled “Love in 
the Time of Cholera.” Today, 
someone needs to write a Net- 
flix screenplay called “Life in 
the Time of COVID-19.” Our 
lives have changed. 

In my household, we under- 
stand and take seriously the 
mandate for “social distanc- 
ing.” We understand that if, in 
six months or so, the disrup- 
tion we’re experiencing now 
looks like an overreaction — if 
we don’t suffer the horrors 
seen in China or Italy and end 
up with relatively few deaths — 
the measures we’re taking now 


will have worked. We will have 
bent the now-famous curve and 
kept the disease from over- 
whelming our health system. 

What we don’t understand 
— because nobody seems 
to know — is how long this 
hunkering down has to last. 
We don’t fully understand the 
dimensions of our seques- 
tration, because they keep 
changing. And it is clear by 
now that there will be no 
rational, reassuring leadership 
from President Trump. We’re 
on our own. 

My wife and I are in an age 
group that has to be more 
concerned about the prospect 
of contracting the virus than, 
say, our millennial sons. But 
we’re not so old or infirm that 
we feel we have to go beyond 
distancing to total isolation — 
and that wouldn’t be feasible 
anyway. Each day, then, 
involves a series of decisions. 
Do I really need to pick up the 
dry cleaning? If I wait until 
later in the week, will the dry 
cleaner still be open? 

The fact that the rules and 
restrictions keep changing is 
probably a good thing, because 
it means people are taking the 
threat more seriously. But it 
discourages procrastination. If 
there are errands I believe I can 
run safely, there is an incentive 
to do today what I might not 
be able to do tomorrow — or, 
perhaps, for an indefinite period 
of time. 

I miss going to the office. I’ve 
worked in newsrooms all my 
adult life, and I miss the bustle 
and excitement. Somehow, 
perhaps counterintuitively, it 
helps me concentrate. But the 
sensible policy at The Wash- 
ington Post is that those who 
can work at home should do so. 
This morning I wrote down my 


16-character password for the 
Post network on a business card 
and tucked it into my wallet, 
because I don’t know when PI 
get to my office again and don’t 
want to have to go crawling 

to the IT folks because I’ve 
forgotten how to sign on. 

Schools are out, and my 
neighborhood has lots of 
children who can only bounce 
off the walls for so long before 
their parents have to let them 
outside. Unfortunately, we have 
to give them a wide berth. I 
look at happy, friendly, well-be- 
haved boys and girls and — not 
being paranoid here — I see 
potential asymptomatic vectors 
of serious disease. 

PI still be watching the 
presidential campaign, but 
what kind of campaign will it 
be? The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention posted 
a recommendation against gath- 
erings of 50 or more people for 
the next eight weeks. For for- 
mer Vice President Joe Biden, 
77, and Sen. Bernie Sanders, 
78 — both in the vulnerable age 
group — this means no rallies, 
no handshaking, certainly no 
baby-kissing. For voters, it 
means that standing in line at 
polling places exposes them to 
some degree of risk. 

Normally, I'd be preparing 
to go to New York to partic- 
ipate in MSNBC’s coverage 
of Tuesday’s Florida, Ohio, 
Illinois and Arizona primaries. 
But the network has decided 
not to ask contributors to travel, 
and I wouldn’t be comfortable 
spending time in train stations 
or airport security lines, so I 
won’t have to pack my suitcase 
to go anywhere. 

Maybe the trip to the dry 
cleaner can wait after all.

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Embracing the 
grace of COVID-19 


n odd thing happened last Sunday. A friend 

was visiting and invited me to join her for 
church — not in a physical house of worship but 
streamed via Zoom from her pastor in Arlington, 
Virginia. 

Churches around the state are suspending services, 
Vahl... and the Rev. David Hanke of Resto- 
Kathleen ration Anglican Church was road-test- 
ing Zoom with congregants who 
wanted to worship virtually. Jody and 
I sat side-by-side, possibly in our pjs, 
while Hanke fidgeted with various 
audio and visual gadgets. Fellow pa- 
rishioners — some solo, some couples, 
others families — came into focus in 
a Hollywood Squares grid along one 
side of the screen. 

Most were casually dressed, as was Hanke, who 
was seated in his office. At one count, more than 100 
had joined the service, which meant that at least 200 
would have been seated in the pews on a pre-coro- 
navirus Sunday. Zoom, which I hadn’t experienced 
previously, made possible what the virus had made 
impossible — the gathering of community in common 
prayer and worship. At one point, some attempted to 
sing a hymn a cappella. Let’s just say, the Apostle’s 
Creed and the Lord’s Prayer were smoother. 

More novel than the virtual service was the expe- 
rience of joining a friend of 20 years in prayer. Our 
more-natural bonding experiences have revolved over 
the years around journalism and, in the sole interest 
of anthropological research, shopping. For just a mo- 
ment, I wasn’t sure which pitch and volume I should 
seek. But something happened that was both personal 
and intimate — and yet of all one thing. 

Perhaps this is why so many people attend a house 
of worship regularly. Or, perhaps, the threat of a 
life-threatening disease opens us up to the possibility 
of grace. As Americans and people around the world 
seek answers during this strangest of times, I suspect 
millions of others will seek spiritual solace along 
with the medical tests that may foretell each individu- 
al’s degree of suffering or reprieve. 

In the meantime, social-distancing and self-quar- 
antine these next couple of weeks (or longer) offer 
opportunities we might not otherwise have had. I was 
struck by Hanke’s plea that we embrace the slow- 
ing-down. Some people may feel lonely as they ride 
out the virus in isolation; others may feel crowded by 
large families or rambunctious children. 

But many will also have a chance to enjoy that 
rarest of pleasures — or perhaps torments — free time. 
The 17th-century philosopher Blaise Pascal said that 
all of humanity’s problems stem from man’s inability 
to sit alone in a room. On normal days, for many of 
us, it’s off to the races preceded by a rude and ruth- 
less alarm. There are stocks to trade, newspapers to 
publish, movies to direct, businesses to run, children 
to educate, invalids to feed and, yes, wars to wage. So 
accustomed are we to the weird virtue of multi-task- 
ing that the notion of sitting alone in a room can be 
more angst-inducing than a multitude of alternatives. 

Now, suddenly, there’s time to think — to read, 
write, paint, build, create. Time for long walks, time 
to pay attention to the arrival of spring and time to 
listen. Grace, they say, comes to those who listen. Of 
course, so much time will drive some people crazy, 
so it really is a challenge as well as an opportunity. 
Binge-watching movies is also an option, don’t get 
me wrong. As a highly functional obsessive-compul- 
sive, I’ve already reorganized my refrigerator to with- 
in an inch of its life and am plotting other projects 
that will leave no molecule unturned. 

Who knows what will come of all this? When 
Shakespeare was quarantined during the plague, he 
wrote “King Lear.” The only book I ever wrote was 
while I had a broken leg, a lesser contribution to the 
arts, I concede. Perhaps Ill write another — or at least 
long letters to friends I never meant to set aside. 

I’ve often said that America needs a common 
enemy to make us come together — to solve the riddle 
of partisan gridlock and to become one, united nation 
again. Perhaps, COVID-19 is that foe. Hanke closed 
out his sermon by reminding us that it doesn’t matter 
whether we are lined up in pews or piled on a sofa 
with a gaggle of giggly children waving to their Sun- 
day School pals on a computer. 

What matters, in good times as well as bad, is 
people and community. It has taken a terrible virus to 
at least remind us of this eternal truth. Surely, there is 
grace in that.

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The missing final chapter 
of Orson Bean’s life 


Os Bean answered the 
same question many 
times during his crazy ride 
from Broadway to doing 
every conceivable kind of 
work during his decades in 
Hollywood. 

What was this funny guy 


trying to do, 
Terry while em- 
Mattingly bracing drugs, 

5 edgy politics, 
sexual heal- 
ing, hippie 
communes, 
experimental 
forms of ther- 
apy and other 
diversions 
involving his body, mind and 
soul? 

On one occasion, Bean said 
he was trying to become the 
“happiest son of a b---- alive.” 
In another Los Angeles Times 
interview, he added: “I did 
all this stuff — the drugs, 
getting my kisser on the tube 
— because I thought it would 
make me happy. But it didn’t 
work. I didn’t find happiness 
until I learned to surrender, to 
give up the crazy pursuit.” 

Surrender to what? The 
answer to that question 
didn’t make it into the media 
tributes after the 91-year- 
old Bean’s death on Feb. 7, 
when he was hit by two cars 
while walking in his Venice, 
California, neighborhood. 
However, the answer has 
hiding in plain sight in several 
cable TV interviews, his one- 
man stage show and an online 
testimony he wrote entitled 
“How Orson Bean Found 
God.” 

“For most of my life I 
didn’t believe in God,’ noted 
Bean. “Who had time? I was 
too busy with things of this 
world: getting ahead, getting 
laid, becoming famous. 

“For most of my adult life 
I’ve been at least somewhat 
famous. Not so famous that 
I had to wear dark glasses 


to walk down the street, but 
famous enough that head 
waiters would give me a 
good table. I didn’t want to 
be famous for its own sake. I 
wanted to be famous so as to 
be happy.” 

What finally turned Bean’s 
life around was a religious 
conversion. He went looking 
for the “Higher Power” in his 
12-step program and eventu- 
ally found peace. 

Many Hollywood people 
who knew Bean were amazed 
that the final act in his wild 
life — from Communist 
sympathizer to father-in- 
law of the late conservative 
raconteur Andrew Breitbart 
— didn’t make it into news 
reports. 

There was a lot of terri- 
tory to cover. Bean’s work 
was known by multiple 
generations — from “What’s 
My Line” to “Desperate 
Housewives,” from his many 
appearances on “The Tonight 
Show starring Johnny Car- 
son” to the surrealist classic 
“Being John Malkovich.” 
Bean was pre-hip, then hip, 
and finally a kind of ironic 
post-hip. 

In the obituaries, journal- 
ists “got the blacklist thing 
in there, of course, because 
that’s still a major sign of 
status in Hollywood,” said 
Barbara Nicolosi Harrington, 
a former Catholic nun who 
became a screenwriter and 
film-studies professor. “But 
the fact is that this man was 
not just a vague believer of 
some kind, but one of the 
stalwart members of the 
Christian community in Hol- 
lywood. That’s how Orson’s 
story ends.” 

That final chapter began 
when guys in his 12-step 
addiction-recovery group 
challenged him to pin some 
identity to his own Higher 
Power. 

Finally, a tattooed tough

guy who was just out of 
prison told Bean: “Get down 
on your knees and thank God 
every morning. Then do it 
again at night.” Bean said he 
wasn’t sure he believed in 
God. And why kneel? The 
ex-con said: God likes people 
to kneel. 

That night, Bean knelt by 
his bed and, “feeling like a 
complete fool,” said out loud: 
“Tf there’s anybody there, 
thank you for the day.” Then 
he kept doing it, morning and 
night. 

“Without my even being 
aware of it, it stopped feeling 
foolish to me,” he wrote. “It 
started to feel good, in fact. 
After a while, I began to 
sense that my prayers were 
being heard. I didn’t know by 
who or what. ... Then, before 
I knew it, I felt as if there 
was Something or Someone 
there who knew me and cared 
about me. Actually loved 
me.” 

In the old days, said 
Harrington, the Hollywood 
establishment would accept 
this kind of vague faith. With 
Bean, however, that faith 
became very specific and 
visible. 

“The key thing in Holly- 
wood, back in those days, 
was to be able to say, ‘I 
am spiritual, but I am not 
CHURCHY’” ... These days, 
serious religious faith is a 
sign that you’re not intelli- 
gent, that you just don’t get 
it,’ she said. “That was the 
problem with Orson Bean. 
He got CHURCHY, and he 
didn’t mind telling people 
about it.”

There is one source of 
glory that’s not cheap, 
temporary or futile. That 
comes from being brutally 
honest before the One who 
sees through the posturing 
and confessing to God and 
others where I was in it 
for myself. Glory comes 
from seeking what is good 
and right in His eyes and 
sharing that to build others 
up. Real glory comes from 
giving our lives to follow 
Jesus so that we get to re- 
flect His glory from a life 
forgiven and set free.

IBCA-member head coaches from 
schools across the state may nomi- 
nate their seniors who meet criteria 
that include a 3.5 GPA or higher on 
a 4.0 scale, a class rank in the upper 
25 percent of one’s class, an SAT 
score of 1,100 (on the reading and 


math sections) or an ACT composite 
score of 24. 

Once nominations are received, an 
IBCA committee reviews the infor- 
mation and determines awards for 
first team and honorable mention. 
Those selected will receive certifi- 
cates from the IBCA for their honor. 
Those certificates will be distributed 
to coaches at the annual IBCA Clin- 
ic on April 24-25 at Lawrence North 
High School in Indianapolis. The 
coaches then present the certificates 
to the honored players after they re- 
turn from the clinic. 

Vander Velden was second on the 
Apaches in scoring with 12.8 points 
while leading the team in rebound- 
ing at 8.9 per game and blocks at 4.0 
per game. The 97 blocks rank eighth 
in the state overall. 
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Rams 
release star 
RB Gurley 
as NFL 
moves 
continue

Todd Gurley has gone from the 
NFL’s top running back to looking 
for a job. 

In a move designed to save the 
Los Angeles Rams about $10 mil- 
lion that would have become guar- 
anteed Thursday, they said good- 
bye to Gurley. Perhaps the game’s 
best rusher in 2017 and ‘18 but 
plagued by knee problems lately, 
Gurley has been sent on a route 
diametrically opposite to such 
big names as Tom Brady, headed 
to Tampa, and Philip Rivers, now 
with Indianapolis. 

Los Angeles still will get a 
$20.15 million hit on its salary cap 
space. Gurley, a 2015 first-round 
pick, signed a four-year, $60 mil- 
lion contract with $45 million 
guaranteed in June 2018. 

But after helping the Rams to the 
NFC title that season, he injured 
his left knee and it slowed him 
considerably — first in the postsea- 
son run to the Super Bowl, then all 
of last season. He rushed for a ca- 
reer-low 857 yards last year while 
playing sparingly. 

His release can’t be comforting 
to other running backs around the 
NFL. 

If Gurley is expendable — yes, 
the contract and injury played a 
key role — then can any RB feel 
secure? 

Earlier Thursday, the Lions 
agreed to trade their best corner- 
back, Darius Slay, to Philadelphia. 
Agent Drew Rosenhaus confirmed 
the trade and that Slay has agreed 
to a three-year, $50 million exten- 
sion with the Eagles. 

Slay wanted a new contract be- 
fore last season and did not attend 
Detroit’s mandatory minicamp. 
He ended up reporting to training 
camp and played well enough to 
earn a third Pro Bowl nod. 

The Eagles need help in the sec- 
ondary. Cornerback Ronald Darby 
is not expected to return, and the 
team is not bringing back safety 
Malcolm Jenkins. 

Denver waived 2013 Super Bowl 
MVP Joe Flacco. He had lost his 
job to rookie Drew Lock and also 
has neck issues that could affect 
him if he continues playing. 

The Ravens confirmed their trade 
for veteran defensive end Calais 
Campbell. 

Also Thursday, the NFL changed 
course and will be allowing teams 
to announce signings they have 
reached with free agents, as well 
as trades, when all paperwork is 
filed. 

Though the league’s business 
year began Wednesday the NFL 
instructed teams to hold back di- 
rect confirmations of those trans- 
actions because they are not offi- 
cial until contracts are signed and 
players have taken physicals. The 
agreements and trades leaked out 
anyway. 


NCAA Tournament: Big shots that define the madness of March

This is the time of year people usual- 
ly start tweeting at Ali Farokhmanesh. 

The Northern Iowa fans who re- 
member his back-to-back buzz- 
er-beaters to beat UNLV and Kansas 
and usher the Panthers to the Sweet 
16 of the NCAA Tournament a de- 
cade ago. The Missouri and Kansas 
State fans still thankful he helped 
take down the top-seeded Jayhawks. 
And yes, there will be Kansas fans 
still pained by the memory. 

“I mean, any time someone brings 
it up to me or somebody random- 
ly tweets at me, or something along 
those lines, it brings me back,” 
Farokhmanesh told The Associated 
Press this week. “And honestly, nor- 
mally this time of the year is when 
I start thinking about that — thinking 
about when I was playing.” 

Nothing is normal this year, though. 
There will be no last-second heroics 
in the NCAA Tournament after the 
outbreak of the coronavirus led to its 
cancellation. There will be no under- 
dogs taking down basketball blueb- 
loods, or previously unheralded kids 
becoming household names because 


of their heroics during the madness 
of March. 

Instead, basketball fans will be left 
— like Farokhmanesh — to reflect on 
the big games, big shots and big mo- 
ments that have come to define the 
NCAA Tournament as one of the 
most heart-stopping sporting events 
in the country. 

For Farohkmanesh, it is not neces- 
sarily the 3-pointer in the final minute 
that took down Kansas in the second 
round of the 2010 tournament that 
jumps to the forefront of his mind. 
It’s the shot he hit two days earlier, a 
3 from well beyond the arc in the final 
seconds, that gave the Panthers a 69- 
66 victory over the Runnin’ Rebels. 

“That one gets completely passed 
up,’ said Farokhmanesh, now an 
assistant at Colorado State. “Mag- 
nitude-wise Kansas was bigger, but 
the UNLV game, that was crazy too, 
because it was back and forth and 
we got lucky enough to have the last 
possession, and it was crazy because 
they were double-teaming us. I was 
pretty deep and let it fly.” 

There are plenty of other players in 
the history of the NCAA Tournament 
that have earned them a spot in the 
history books: 


THE SHOT 


Christian Laettner hit plenty of 
memorable ones, including the win- 
ning jumper against Connecticut in 
the 1990 regional final and the win- 
ning foul shots against UNLV in the 
1991 national semifinals. But it was 
his catch-and-shoot off a full-court 
pass from Grant Hill to beat Ken- 
tucky in double-overtime of their 
1992 regional final that became his- 
toric. 

“I don’t realize what happened,” 
Laettner said afterward. “I just 
caught the ball, turned around and 
made the shot.” 


FOR THE WIN 


Villanova and North Carolina 
had already played a championship 
classic in 2016 when the Tar Heels’ 
Marcus Paige hit a 3 to tie the game 
74-all with 4.7 seconds left. The 
Wildcats in-bounded the ball and 
Ryan Arcidiacono pushed up the 
floor, then dished to Kris Jenkins, 
who released the winning 3 as time 
expired to set off pandemonium in- 
side NRG Stadium. 

“I watched it one time,” Villano- 
va coach Jay Wright told AP this 
week. “I watch game film right af- 


ter the game. That one I didn’t. So I 
remember the day after the parade, 
our family said, “‘We’re going to sit 
down and we’re going to watch this 
game.’ We did it. The whole family 
sat down and watched the game and 
that was the only time I watched it.” 


THE PERFECT MISS 


To this day, North Carolina State’s 
Dereck Whittenburg jokes his deep 
jumper that came up woefully short 
against Houston in the 1983 title 
game was really the perfect pass. 
Regardless, the Wolfpack’s Loren- 
zo Charles was in the perfect spot to 
make the catch, drop the ball through 
the net and send Jim Valvano racing 
across the court like a mad man. 


THE SLIPPER FIT 


In the pantheon of Cinderella 
teams, the 1998 bunch from Valpara- 
iso are near the top of the list, and the 
biggest reason is Bryce Drew’s win- 
ning shot against Mississippi. With 
the No. 13 seed Crusaders trailing 
with 2.5 seconds left, Bill Jenkins 
caught an in-bound pass from Jaime 
Sykes and got it to Drew, who let 
loose a shot as time expired. It gave 
Valpo a 70-69 win.
